particularly his moons of information and 
his personal knowledge ot the facts to which 
he testifies, and all illegal entries of timber 
lauds shall be absolutely void and subject 


AHNii- will show 'tlilF"th6 soVoroiiVMy 
of Nicaraguaisjnot involved; that tho United 
States don't propose an acquisition of ter- 
ritory or the right of eminent domain or to 
secure political control of Nicaragua by this 
treaty, and that with the exception of favor- 
ing tolls to coastwise commerce carried un 
by vessels entirely owned and commanded 
by citizens of tboTTnitod'Statcs and Nicara- 
gua, all othor nations are to enjoy its pence- 
ablo use on oqual terms.

HUI/ES FOB PUPILS. 


1. Ho child shall be admitted as a 


pil jn any primary department who has 
not attained the ugo of four years, nor 
the intermediate or grammnr schools un- 
less regularly promoted, or found upon 
examination qualified to enter the lowest 
class therein. 


2. All pupils are required to bo in their 


respective school rooms beforo tho tune 
ot beginning school; to be regular ond 
punctual in their daily attendance; to 
conform to tho rules and regulations of 
the school, to be dilligent in study, re- 
spectful to teachers, kind to schoolmates 


coarse, profane or'improper language 
upon the school grounds. 


3. Scholars who accidentally or other- 


wise injure or destroy any school prop- 
erty, whether furniture, aparatus, build- 
ings, fences, trees or other property be- 
longing to tbe school district, shall be 
hold liable to pay m full for suoh dam- 
age, and the pupil may bo suspended 
until such damage ..is paid to tho satis- 
faction of the school board. 


4. Every pupil who shall be absent or 


tardy shall be required to bring a written 
excuse from their parents or guardian 
the next day they corne tu school, for 
such absence or tardiness. 


G. For open disobedience, insubordi- 


nation, or indulgence in profane, obscene 
or indecent language, a pupil may bo 
temporarily suspended by a teacher or 
expelled by the board until satisfactory 
assurances is given that tbo olTenae will 
not be repeated. • 


GESEBAL BDLES. 


1. There ihall be two daily sessions of 


all the public schools; the morning ses- 
sion to commence at 9 o'clock a. HI., 
and the cfternoon cession to commence 
at 1 o'clock p. m. 'The sessions of the 
primary schools to be each of two hours' 
duration. 
The morning session of all 


other schools to be ol three hours' dura- 
tion; the afternoon session to continue 
two hours and forty-five minutes, 


2. There shall be two recesses in each 


school room daily, ot not lees than ten 
minutes, nor more than fifteen minutes 
each. 


3. Non-resident pupils shall pay a tu- 


ition fee of five dollars and fifty cents 
per term in all the other schools; such 
tuition shall be due on the first week of 
admission, and if not paid at that time, 
the pupil will be liable to suspension.
